OBAMA 
CONTINUES 
STATE OF THE 
UNION PITCH 
TO SWITCH 
TONE IN 
WASHINGTON 


President Obama voiced determination Thursday to change the 
tone of Washington politics and urged Republicans to get “off 
the sidelines” and help fix health care and other problems. 

Stopping on his way out of a town hall meeting in Tampa, 
Obama hammered again on his State of the Union message— 
insisting that voters and politicians needed to “start thinking of 
each other as Americans first.” 

Obama and Vice President Joe Biden were in Florida to 
announce $8 billion in federal grants for high-speed rail projects 
nationwide— part of his push to combine spending on infra- 
structure with job creation. 

Obama also used his first State of the Union speech 
Wednesday to push nervous Democrats to forge ahead on 
health care, despite voters’ worries and opposition from newly 
strengthened Republicans. 

On Thursday, he turned emphatically toward Republicans 
and implored cooperation. 

“Our political dialogue in this country has always been messy 
and noisy,” Obama told the crowd at the University of Tampa. 

“We’re all Americans. We all should anticipate that the other 
person, even if they disagree with us, has the best of intentions. We 
don’t have to call them names. We don’t have to demonize them.” 

Hanging over the Obama agenda and wobbly support among 
Democrats were fears fueled by events such as last week’s stun- 
ning GOP victory in the Massachusetts Senate race. 

That setback may have cost Democrats their filibuster-proof 
Senate majority, Obama said Wednesday, but “we still have the 
largest majority in decades, and the people expect us to solve 
some problems, not run for the hills.” 


‘Forgot he was black’ 

MSNBC’s Chris Matthews says President Obama has done so 
much to heal racial divisions that he “forgot he was black” 
while watching his State of the Union address. 

Those four words-“forgot he was black”-so instantly set 
the Twitter world afire that Matthews came back less than 
90 minutes later Wednesday night to explain what he meant. 

The MSNBC commentator said it was noteworthy to him that 
a black president was addressing a room of mostly white people 
and how it didn’t seem to be an issue. He said he saw it in the 
context of growing up at a time racial divisions were ever-present. 

Said Matthews: “I went in the room tonight, you could feel it 
wasn’t there tonight and that takes leadership on his part, to 
get us beyond those divisions.”

He accepted partial blame for the deep troubles facing his 
health care push, but he implored lawmakers to finish the task 
rather than yield to public opposition. 

“The longer it was debated, the more skeptical people 
became,” Obama told the joint session of Congress and a 
national TV audience of 48 million viewers, according to 
Nielsen. But health care problems will continue for millions, 
he said, and “I will not walk away from these Americans, and 
neither should the people in this chamber.” 

House and Senate Democratic leaders are scrambling to see 
if they can salvage the ambitious health care package, which 
Republicans almost universally oppose. Obama offered no new 
strategies for overcoming the steep parliamentary and political 
hurdles they face. 


'Catcher 
in the Rve’ 
author J.D. 
Salinger dies 

J.D. Salinger, the legendary author, 
youth hero and fugitive from fame 
whose “The Catcher in the Rye” 
shocked and inspired a world he 
increasingly shunned, has died. He 
was 91. 

Salinger died of natural causes at 
his home Wednesday, the author’s 
son said in a statement from 
Salinger’s literary representative. 
He had lived for decades in self-imposed isolation in the 
small, remote house in Cornish, N.H. 

“The Catcher in the Rye,” with its immortal teenage 
protagonist, the twisted, rebellious Holden Caulfield, 
came out in 1951, a time of anxious, Cold War conformity 
and the dawn of modern adolescence. The Book-of-the- 
Month Club, which made “Catcher” a featured selection, 
advised that for “anyone who has ever brought up a son” 
the novel will be “a source of wonder and delight— and 
concern.” 

Enraged by all the “phonies” who “make me so depressed 
I go crazy,” Holden soon became American literature’s most 
famous anti-hero since Huckleberry Finn. The novel’s sales 
are astonishing —more than 60 million copies worldwide— 
and its effects incalculable. Decades after publication, the 
book remains a defining expression of that most American 
of dreams — to never grow up. 

Salinger was writing for adults, but teenagers from all over 
identified with the novel’s themes of alienation, innocence 
and fantasy, not to mention the luck of having the last word. 
“Catcher” presents the world as an ever-so-unfair struggle 
between the goodness of young people and the corruption 
of elders, a message that only intensified with the oncoming 
generation gap. 


No fans allowed

Seneca Police Chief John Covington says he supports the 
decision because disturbances and violence recently have 
been spilling into the parking lot and neighborhoods after 
games. 

School officials say they met with police and the South 
Carolina High School League on the decision.

REDEYE EXAMINES A YEAR 
OF HOMICIDES IN CHICAGO 

By Tracy Swartz 

REDEYE 

Nearly half the victims of homicide last year were between the ages of 20 and 30 when 
they died, a RedEye analysis of preliminary police data found. 

In 2009, Chicago recorded 460 homicides, about 10 percent fewer deaths compared 
to 2008. Despite this decrease, homicide and murder were top of mind, in the wake of a 
few high-profile deaths that grabbed local and national attention. 

In September, the world turned to Roseland, where 16 -year-old Fenger High School 
student Derrion Albert was beaten to death, an act that was caught on video. In May, 
residents pleaded for help combating gang violence when Chicago Discovery Academy 
student Alex Arellano, 15, was shot, beaten and burned on the Southwest Side because 
he reportedly did not want to join a gang. 

Homicides occurred in more than 80 percent of Chicago’s 77 community areas last 
year. Although these deaths claimed young and old, white and black, the typical homicide 
victim— drawn from a composite of data— was a black male between the ages of 20 and 
25 who was shot to death on the South or West Side, RedEye found. 

For nearly a year, RedEye has been tracking homicides in Chicago and publishing the 
results every week in the paper and online. We looked for patterns to the homicides by 
evaluating each victim’s age, race, gender and the cause and location of the death. 

AMONG THE RESULTS: 

» 402 men were homicide victims-about seven times the number 
of female victims in 2009. 

» Fifty-eight women were homicide victims last year, about the same number 
as in 2008. 

» There was one triple homicide last year. Three male Chicago Public Schools 
students were shot to death on a corner in South Chicago in February. 

» Although fatal shootings were down about 9 percent compared to 
^ 2008, guns still were the most used murder weapon in 2009. 

» Austin, the city’s largest community area, saw 41 homicides, the 
most of any community area and about 9 percent of the city’s total 
homicides. 

» Albany Park saw three double homicides, the most of any 
community area. The area recorded eight homicides in 2009.

Reckless homicide 

In the last year, RedEye tracked car crashes in which the 
driver who caused the crash initially was charged with 
reckless homicide. 

There were 13 victims of these crashes from March 
through December, RedEye found, based on statements 
from the police department. These deaths were separate 
from the 460 deaths classified as homicides. Most of these 
car crashes occurred on the South Side.

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Bronzeville blaze investigated 


47th Street Market 
Place will be back, 
business owners say

Joe Neish chose Bronzeville for his newest 
Uncle Joe’s Jerk Chicken restaurant because he 
saw bright economic prospects in the neighbor- 
hood, long beleaguered by crime and poverty 
Uncle Joe’s was to open next month at 47th 
Street Market Place, a corner building seen as 
an icon of revitalization and black gentrifica- 
tion shared by the upscale restaurant Blu 47, 
the Steelelife Gallery, the Spoken Word Cafe 
and the Consulate of Jamaica. 

Neish and other business owners were 
stunned and saddened after a pre-dawn fire 


ravaged the two-story commercial building 
Thursday While some of them were already 
talking about rebuilding, others in the com- 
munity wondered if the blaze could hurt the 
surrounding neighborhood’s revitalization. 

“It really hurts to buy something and create 
something for a year and you see it go up in 
three hours,” Neish said, gazing at the shattered 
glass and rubble hours after he had gotten a 
4 a.m. call about the fire. 

No one was injured in the blaze at 4655 S. 
King Drive, which took more than 100 fire- 
fighters nearly four hours to extinguish. 

Firefighters and police were still investigat- 
ing the cause Thursday evening. A party was 
going on in the building a few hours before 
the fire, Chicago Fire Department spokesman 
Quention Curtis said, citing preliminary infor- 
mation, but firefighters believe it was unoccu- 


pied when the blaze began. 

The damage was extensive in the build- 
ing, considered a symbol of the neighbor- 
hood’s recent economic revival by Wendell 
Granville, president of the 47th Street Business 
Association. 

“This is the cornerstone to the historical 
Bronzville corridor,” he said. 

Many with a stake in the neighborhood 
hoped the businesses at the corner address — 
most opened in the past decade— would help 
Bronzeville return as the mecca of African- 
American culture it was from the turn of the 
20th Century to the 1960s. 

Jimalita Tillman cried as she peered through 
the shattered glass-framed window of the 
Spoken Word Cafe, which she’s owned for 
about 10 years. She pointed to where the bar 
once was, where chess matches once were held. 


Now insulation and wiring fall from the ceiling 
and rubble lines the floor. 

“It’s just brick and mortar,” she said, express- 
ing some hope. “The spirit of the cafe will rise 
again.” 

Eileen Rhodes, vice president of devel- 
opment for the building’s owner, East Lake 
Management, said she didn’t know the cause 
of the fire. 

“Our tenants will be able to be in their spac- 
es as soon as we can open and rehabilitate our 
building,” she said. 

Neish said he hopes to still open there, 
though the ceiling and floor suffered signifi- 
cant fire and water damage. After a year of 
working on the business “morning, noon and 
night,” according to his wife, he’ll have to do a 
lot from scratch. 

“It’s fixable,” he said.

Daley names his 
choice for school 
board president

Mayor Daley on Thursday recommended former buildings commissioner 
Mary Richardson-Lowry as his pick to be the new president of the Chicago 
Board of Education. 

Daley called the appointment “bittersweet” because she will replace 
Michael Scott, a close friend of the mayor who committed suicide in 
November. 

Richardson-Lowry is Dale/s former building commissioner and assistant 
corporation counsel and is an attorney with Mayer Brown. 

She pledged to review district spending as one of her first orders of busi- 
ness, including the appropriate use of board credit cards. 

Scott had been the subject of an internal investigation into spending at 
the school board that included Scott’s use of his taxpayer-paid credit card 
for thousands of dollars in meals, travel and other expenses. The Tribune 
previously had disclosed that Scott improperly used his board credit card to 
pay for a trip last fall to Copenhagen to lobby for Daley’s failed bid for the 
Summer 2016 Olympics. 

Scott died Nov 16 of a self-inflicted gunshot wound.

ABOUT THE FIREWORKS ... 

A day after his aides blamed the cancellation of the city’s July 3 Grant Park 
fireworks extravaganza on a lack of money, Mayor Daley on Thursday said 
cost was only a secondary consideration.

Co-worker says 
Peterson asked 
him to kill wife 
for $25,000

A co-worker testified Thursday that Drew Peterson offered him 
$25,000 to kill his third wife. 

Jeffrey Pachter, 35, said the offer came up in the winter of 20 03 when 
he was riding in a squad car with Peterson, who was a Bolingbrook 
police officer at the time. They knew each other because they 
worked as subcontractors for the same cable company 

Peterson said he wanted his third wife “taken care of,” and 
offered him $25,000 to find someone to kill her, Pachter testified. 
Peterson explained that he was asking Pachter because he worked 
on the east side of Joliet, where there was gang and drug activity 
Pachter also testified that Peterson wanted to know when the 
killing was going to happen so he could have an alibi. 

Pachter took the stand in a hearing to determine what hearsay evi- 
dence should be allowed during Drew Peterson’s trial for the murder 
of his third wife, Kathleen Savio. Her death in 2004 was initially 
ruled an accident, but was reclassified a homicide after Peterson’s 
fourth wife, Stacy Peterson, disappeared in 2007. He is considered 
the only suspect in the 2007 disappearance of Stacy Peterson. 

Savio was found dead in the bathtub of her home in March 2004. 
Pachter said he called Peterson in July 2004 and Peterson told him, 
“The favor I asked you to do, I don’t need it anymore.” 

Earlier today, Stacy Peterson’s sister testified that Stacy was 
determined to divorce Drew Peterson and had expressed concerns 
about her own safety just two days before she disappeared. 


Partner in Web radio Ponzi 
scheme pleads guilty 

A partner in a Chicago Web radio sports 
show has pleaded guilty to swindling 
as many as 250 investors out of more 
than $6 million in a Ponzi scheme that 
guaranteed risk-free monthly returns of 
at least 10 percent. 

David Hernandez appeared before 
U.S. District Judge Robert Gettleman 
on Thursday and pleaded guilty to a 
single count of mail fraud. He could get 
up to 14 years in prison under federal 
guidelines. 

He was one of two men who in early 
2009 launched chicagosportswebio. 
com-a now defunct online radio 
show with popular host Mike North. 
North has not been accused of any 
wrongdoing. 


Quinn to join White House 
‘carp summit’ Feb. 8 

Gov. Quinn will join the governors of 
Michigan and Wisconsin at the White 
House on Feb. 8 for what’s being called 
the “carp summit.”

James Doyle sought 
the meeting “to discuss strategies to 
combat the spread of Asian carp and 
ensure coordination and the most 
effective response across all levels of 
government,” said Christine Glunz, a 
spokeswoman for White House Council 
on Environmental Quality.

A step in

Guard is Bulls’ first All-Star 
since Jordan’s turn in 1998

Derrick Rose is one season behind the pace of 
Michael Jordan. 

That’s hyperbole, of course. But this is real- 
ity: Rose is the Bulls’ first All-Star since Jordan 
retired in 1998, getting voted an Eastern 
Conference reserve by NBA coaches to play 
in the Feb. 14 game at Cowboys Stadium in 
Dallas. 

Having matched Jordan’s feats of making the 
playoffs in their Rookie of the Year-winning 
first seasons, Rose took only one season longer 
than His Airness to make the All-Star game. 

“Mike, he’s a legend in Chicago and the 
NBA,” Rose said Thursday night. “For me to 
have an opportunity to be an All-Star right 
behind him, it feels good.” 

A 12-year gap doesn’t necessarily translate to 
“right behind” Jordan. But given the way Rose 
has placed a bothersome ankle injury behind 
him and stormed to this honor with a brilliant 
January, the second-year guard can be forgiven. 

“I’m extremely proud of Derrick,” said John 
Paxson, executive vice president of basketball 
operations. “He represents the Bulls’ organiza- 
tion in a way we all respect. He’s professional 
and a great person, and he just keeps getting 
better as a player. 

“The significance is we all know that getting 
to a championship level starts with having a 
great player. Derrick is proving he’s that kind 
of player.” 

“This is not a one-time All-Star for Derrick,” 
coach Vinny Del Negro said. “I expect him to 
continually evolve his game in all aspects. I 
know how hard he’s worked and how coachable 
he is. He’s about the right stuff. 

“We feed off the ability Derrick has to create 
in the open court. That’s what great players do. 
They get their statistics, they find ways to help 
their team win, and they incorporate everybody 
in that. It’s a very unique skill to have.” 

Rose is averaging 19.8 points on 47.7 percent 
shooting and 5.9 assists. In 14 January games, 
those numbers vault to 23.5 points on 51.4 per- 
cent shooting and 6.5 assists.

The scrutiny of playing in the NHL 
goes beyond what happens on the ice, 
and the Blackhawks are finding that out 
the hard way 

On the day they were to play arguably 
their most important game of the season, Patrick Kane and sev- 
eral Hawks first addressed the surfacing of photos of the winger 
with teammates Kris Versteeg and John Madden in the back of 
a limousine with their shirts off, drinking and surrounded by 
three unidentified women during a night in Vancouver earlier 
this week. 

“For us, obviously, it’s not the way we want to represent the 
team.” Kane said Thursday before the Hawks’ game against the 
Sharks, whom they are battling for first place in the Western 
Conference. “It has been discussed internally with the team, and 
it has been figured out inside this locker room.” 

Kane said the photos were taken after the Hawks suffered their 
biggest loss of the season, 5-1 on Saturday night to the Canucks. 

For Kane, it’s the second big misstep off the ice this year as he 
was arrested Aug. 9 after an altercation with a Buffalo cab driver

Kane was arrested Aug. 9 on charges of second-degree 
robbery, a Class C felony, and fourth-degree criminal mischief 
and theft of services-Class A misdemeanors-after an 
altercation with a cabbie in Buffalo. He eventually pleaded 
guilty to a non-criminal violation of disorderly conduct. 

“It was just one incident, one night, and there’s a lot that 
people don’t know about it,” Kane said. “I’m looking forward to 
moving on and getting past it.” 


that ultimately had him plead guilty to a non-criminal violation 
of disorderly conduct. 

“I’ve had a couple of incidents, obviously,” Kane said. “It’s 
something I’m going to have to learn. I’m 21 years old, but it’s 
probably time to grow up a little bit.” 

Madden, at 36 one of the leaders of the team, didn’t believe 
the talk of the photos would be a distraction for the Hawks as 
they continue their season-long, eight-game trip. The Hawks 
played the Oilers on Tuesday night, the day the photos first 
surfaced, and won 4-2. 

“This team is a tight bunch of guys,” Madden said. “We’ve 
already played one game and it didn’t distract us in that. We’ve 
dealt with it internally and we’re moving on.” 

When asked if he personally regretted being involved in the 
incident, Madden replied: “I think that’s obvious.” 

Said Hawks captain Jonathan Toews: “We’re learning the 
hard way. It’s a tough situation, but we’re going to deal with 
it as a team. We’re all in this together. We’re all responsible 
for it and we’re all responsible for our actions on and off the 
ice.

Lingering questions 
about ‘The Answer’

Before he became an NBA MVP 
known as “The Answer” and a member 
of the U.S. Olympic basketball team, 
Allen Iverson was convicted of a felony 
while in high school after being arrested 
at the scene of a bowling alley brawl in 
his hometown of Hampton, Va. The 
1993 incident, a fight between blacks 
and whites in which some claimed 
Iverson hit an innocent bystander with 
a chair, became a heated issue in the 
community and around the country 
Iverson remained highly recruited 
during the trial and eventually was 
pardoned by Douglas Wilder, Virginia’s 
first African-American governor. 

The buzz: “No Crossover” comes 
from documentarian Steve James 


(“Hoop Dreams”), who grew up in 
Hampton and attended Iverson’s rival 
high school. James works his own expe- 
riences and perceptions into the film. 

The verdict: The film is a study of an 
event rather than a player, which leaves 
a lot of detail about Iverson’s career 
unexplored. “No Crossover” would 
feel more comprehensive by acknowl- 
edging not just other white and black 
athletes’ legal issues and how the court 
system handles them, but Iverson’s 
complicated life after the incident 
faded into the past. Still, James taps 
into the intricacies of a story you may 
not know and makes you wonder what 
happened then, and if it would play 
out the same way today

LENO TELLS OPRAH 
ABOUT HEARTBREAK

Jay Leno says he “felt really bad” for Conan 
O’Brien. 

Leno told Oprah Winfrey on Thursday’s 
episode of her talk show that he thinks what 
happened to O’Brien is “unfair.” O’Brien is 
out at “The Tonight Show” and NBC has 
moved Leno back to the program he hosted 
for 17 years. Leno is scheduled to return to 
“Tonight” on March 1. 

Leno also says he has “regrets” that the 
situation wasn’t handled better, but he isn’t 
sure what he could have done differently 

Harpo Productions has asked O’Brien to 
appear on “The Oprah Winfrey Show,” but an 
appearance hasn’t been confirmed. 

According to Leno, he got his job back only 
after NBC canceled his prime-time program 
and after Conan told NBC — and the world— 
that he wouldn’t agree to “The Tonight Show” 
being moved. 

“Conan said he thought it would be 
destructive to the franchise,” Winfrey said. 

“Well, if you look at where the [O’Brien 
‘Tonight Show’} ratings were, it was already 


destructive to the franchise,” Leno replied. 

He also said the media have been “unfair” 
to him. 

“I mean, I think it’s funny that they have a 
picture of me and Roman Polanski. Somehow 
these are quite similar,” Leno said. “You have 
a TV show, he had sex with a 13-year old girl 
with Quaaludes. Yeah, that’s about equal.” 

Despite the flashes of bitterness, it was 
clear that Leno wanted the world to know 
that, contrary to popular opinion, he did have 
hurt feelings about the whole matter, feelings 
that stretched back to 2004. That’s when 
NBC first came up with a succession plan to 
put O’Brien behind the “Tonight Show” desk 
and Leno into retirement in 2009. 

“It broke my heart. It really did. I was dev- 
astated,” Leno said. “This was the job that I 
had always wanted and this was the only job 
that ever mattered in show business, to me. 
... It was just like, ‘why?’ ” 

Since that point, NBC has handled the 
whole situation terribly, especially recently, 
Leno told Oprah. 


‘Anything they did would have been bet- 
ter than this,” Leno said. “If they had come in 
and shot everybody It would have been ‘Oh, 
people were murdered,’ but at least it would 
have been a two-day story NBC could not 
have handled it worse.” 

Winfrey repeatedly asked why he didn’t just 
retire or at least call O’Brien to consult him 
about the plan NBC had proposed. It never 
seemed like the right time to call O’Brien, 
Leno said. And though he was sure he was 
“doing the right thing,” he also admitted to 
having some “agonizing” doubts. 

But by ending up back at “The Tonight 
Show,” wasn’t he “taking away Conan’s 
dream?” Winfrey asked. 

“No,” Leno replied. “Because, again, this 
is an affiliate decision. Affiliates felt that the 
ratings were low. This was the first time in the 
60 -year history of ‘The Tonight Show’ that 
‘The Tonight Show’ would have lost money 
And that’s what it comes down to. It’s really 
just a matter of dollars and cents.”
